MR. MILLS COMES TO THE RESCUE. 


The Members Scatter Out and Give the 
Republicans a Chance to Trip 
4 Them—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—[Specia!.]—The dem- 
ocrats in the house almost got caught this 
afternoon through their want of attention. 
Many of their number had retired from the 
house, and others were asleep on sofas and in 
the barbers’ chairs, The republicans to a con- 
eiderable number were on hand. 

Mr. Warner, of Missouri, offered an amend- 
ment to the bill increasing the duty on lead. 
The republicans all yoted for it, sixty-seven 
votes. It wasclear that the democrats had 
not that many members in the hall. The 
chairman took a longtime to count, while the 
pages were sent out to bringin the members, 
but when the count was delayed as long as 
could be, they had only 64 votes against the 
amendment. This called for applause by the 
republicans dnd chafting of Mr. Milis by Mr. 
Reed. 

The democratic leaders did not relish this, 
and calidd for a count by tellers, at the same 
time sending in every direction for absent 
members. Eighty-one were found, and as the 
republickns could only muster seventy-six the 
amendment was defeated. 

In speaking of the chances of democratic 
success in the coming campaign and the proba- 
bility of New York, Indiana, New Jersey and 
Connecticut again going democratic, a New 
York member was heard to say today that 
the remark commonly heard among 
politicians that New York, Indiana, 
New Jersey and Connecticut are doubtful 
states, where the results in the coming election 
may be intiluenced bya very slight popular 
movement either way, has no special signifi- 
cance to. the mind of the ordidary citizen. It 
will be brought home to him more clearly by 
an inspection of the results of 1854, when all 
these states went democratic. This will show 
that in New York the change of one-haif vote 
from the democratic to the repubilican’s side in 
every thousand of the total poll will give the 


state tothe republicans, and in Indiana a_ 


change of seven, in New Jersey of nine, and 
in Connecticut of five, will produce a like 
eliect. 

Representative Timothy J. Campbell, of 
New York, scouts the idea of Daniel Dough- 
erty being acandidate for congress from his 
(Campbell’s) district. Hesays his people do 
not want any carpet baggers, not evenin the 
Great speeches don’t 
make votes, he declares. Mr. Campbell is 
very confident of his own re-election. He says 
he has sent a great many other men to con- 
gress, and it would, in his opinion, be very re- 
markable if he couldn’t send himself when he 
wanted to. 

The republican nominee for vice-president, 
Levi P, Mofton, is having erected on the 

orner of Fifteenth and H streets, opposite 
Wormly’s hotel, a splendid eight story fire 
proof apartment house, costing several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Should he be elected 
he will provide himself with elegant apart- 
menis in this building, which is one of the 
handsomesé in the city.

Passage of the Land Grant Forfeiture Bill— 
| Debate on the Tariff. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Thg speaker protem 
laid before the house a message from the presi- 
deut returning, without his approval, the bill 
granting a pension to Gulia Welsh ; also acom- 
munication from the light louse board rela- 
tive to the inadequacy of the appropriation for 
the light service in the sundry civil appropri- 
ation bill. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, presented the report 
of the conferees on the agricultural bill to the 
effect that they had reached an agreement 
upon all points of difference, except the senate 
amendment appropriating $100,000 for sorghum 
fugar experiments. 

The report was adopted and the conferees 
directed toinsist upon their disagreement to 
this amendment. 

The regular order was demanded, being the 
aye and no vote on the passage of the land 
grant forfeiture bill, and the vote was taken, 
resulting ayes 177, noes 8, so the bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, from the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, reported the result 
ofthe inquiry into the case of John Curtin 
Kent. Placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Pennsylvania, from the 
committee on the district of Columbia, re- 

orted the bill to punish public drunkenness 

the district. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill, the pending paragraph 
being that relating to iron or steel railway, 
fish plates or splice bars. 

' Mr. Buchanan’s motion to strike out the 
paragraph was rejected. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, made a similar 
motion with respect to the paragraph relating 
to spikes, horse shoes, etc., stating that the 
revenue derived from this source last year was 
but $10. 

* ‘The motion was lost. 

The reading of the bill then progressed rap- 
idly. Motions made on the republican side to 
Strike out many of the paragraphs being reject- 
ed generally without division and without de- 
Pate. 

Messrs. Farquhar, of New York; Adams, of 
Tilinois, and "eit of Rhode Island, pro- 
tested against a reduction of the duty on files 
and the Imposition of an advalorem rate. 

Democrats refrained from replying, and upon 
@ standing vote, Mr. Farquhar’s amendment, 
‘increasing and scaling the duties in proportion 
‘to the size of files, prevailed by a vote of 
64 to 61. 

‘Mr. Mills, however, demanded tellers, and 
the result was reversed—yeas 63, nays 70—and 
the amendment was rejected. : 
On motion of Mr. Vance, of Connecticut, 
‘with the assent. of Mr. Mills, and amid some 
sarcastic laughter from the republicans, the 
paragraph imposing a duty of 35 per cent ad 
valorem on wood screws was stricken out, thus 
restoring the present rate of duty. 

_ Mr. Dubois, of Idaho, opposed a reduction of 
the duty of lead ore. e offered an amend- 
ment restoring the existing duty and providing 
that a combination of lead ore with gold or 
Silver ore shall not be exempt from duty on 
lead ore.

' Mr. Stone, of Missouri, offered an amend- 
ment which, leaving the duty on lead ore as 
fixed by the bill, provides that a combination 
Of lead with silver in ores shall not exempt the 
Jead therein from duty. 
1m eo eap aftera long political debate, in 
which the amendment betoee the house was 
entirely lost sight of.

On motion of Mr. Mills the clause was 
stricken out which imposes a duty of 35 per 
cent advalorem on pen-knives and razors, thus 
restoring the present rate. 

On motion of Mr. Mijls, a clause was insert- 
ed fixing the rate on new type for printing at 
15 per cent advalorem. 

he sugar and molasses and confectionery 
clauses being reached, by agreenient they were 
all considered together, after an understand- 
ing had been reached that a vote should not 
be taken today.

Wit is 
sugar provision aga.nst an export duty.] it is 
also provided that to encourage domestic pro- 
duction, there shall be paid a bounty to the 
United States producers of sugar from beets, 
sorghum and other cane, raised in the United 
States as follows: On sugar, two cents per 
pound, of crystallizatile sugar contained there- 
in. On molasses above 56 degrees, six cents 
per gallon; not above 56 degrees, four cents. 

In supporting his amendment, Mr. Cannon 
alluded to frauds which he asserted had grown 
up under the present law, and criticized the 
bill for perpetuating fraud. The bill was 
better than the present law but it was far short 
of what it ought to be. i 

Mr. Funston, of Kansas, suggested that the 
farmer, who produced sorghum would not be 
shales if sugar under No. 16 was admitted 
ree. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, spoke in sup- 
sort the amendment and advocated the grant- 
ing of bounties to sugar producers. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said the agri- 
cultural interest of the country was 
in a state of depression and just as 
that interest was beginning to be diversified by 
the raising of sugar, beets and sorghum, it was 
propesed that the whole policy of the govern- 
ment in relation to sugar should be changed, 

nd that bounties should be granted. He did 
not believe in it. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, was opposed to the 
bounty system for fear the capitalists, not 
knowing what moment the bounty might be 
withdrawn, would hesitate to risk their money 
with the industry of sugar production. A 
tariff, he thought, would be much more stable 
than a bounty. 

Pending further debate the committee rose, 
and the house, at 5 o’clock, took a recess un- 
tl 8 o’clock. 

The house, at its evening session, passed 
thirty private pension bills and at 10 e’clock 
adjourned. 


THE SENATE’S TARIFF BILL 


To be Substituted for the Mills Bill—The 
Committee at Work. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The statement that 
the senate will prepare a tariff bill is one which 
could have been made at any time within the 
last six or eight weeks, the sub-committee of 
its tinance committee, which has been giving 
hearings to interested parties, having been 
formed for that purpose. Today it has given 
a hearing to representatives of various 
branches of the paper making industry. It is 
announced upon authority thaf the actual 
work of formulating thé bill has been begun 
by the sub-committee, and that it will be ended 
within ten days. 

Invitations are extended to representatives 
of all interests who desire to be heard that they 
make their appearance or present their wishes 
within that time. It is further stated the bill 
will embody a thorough revision of the tariff, 
keeping in view the strengthening and preser- 
vation of the protective system. It will be 
framed to reduce the revenues seventy to 
eighty millions of dollars, including the aboli- 
tion of the tobacco tax, all special taxes, and 
that on spirits used in the arts. 


A NEW YORK BLAZE, 


A Six-Story Building in Flames—The Everett 
House in Danger. 

New York, July 7.—Shortly before one 
o’clock this morning flames broke out on the 
top floor of a six-story buildingextending from 
38 to 43 East Eighteenth street, and running 
through to Seventeenth street. The flames 
started in the book binding establishment of 
George W. Alexander, on that floor, and ex- 
tended through the upper part of the building. 
The Century Magazine company occupies that 
part ofthe building on Seventeenti street. 
The Everett house adjoins the building, and 
great alarm ensued among the guests. Three 
alarms aud five special calls have been sent 


out. 

1:45a.m.—The fire is now extinguished. 
The loss is between one and two hundred thou- 
sand dollars.

THESWOLLEN STREAMS. 


Wednesday’s Storms Causes Great Damage 
in the West. 

Rock Isianp, Ills., July 6.—The storm 
which passed over Rock Island county, 
Wednesday night, was the most disastrous 
that has visited this section in years. The 
oat crop has suffered greatly. In the upper 
portion of Rock tIsland county, streams are 
swollen to an alarming extent destroying pub- 
lic roads, and in some instances causing the 
loss of stock. A farmer named Alvin Cox, 
while driving from a celebration in one town- 
ship to his home in another, was caught in the 
freshet and, with his horse, drownedin the 
current of a stream that was hardly discerna- 
ble in the morning. 


Fatal Boiler Explosion. 
PrrrspurG, Pa., July 6.—A battery of boilers 


“at tannery of A.J. Greetzingers, Ailegheny 


City, exploded this afternoon, wrecking several 
meres and seriously injuring six persons, 
three of whom will probably die. A large 
number of others, mostly employes, were 


slightly bruised and cut by being struck by | 


flying debris. The cause of the explosion is 
believed to have been high pressure. 

Engineer Wetzel died at 11 o’clock tonight 
and Annie Myers is not expected to live until 
morning. The others are resting easy. Mr. 
Groetzinger, one of the owners of the tannery, 
Says that the boilers were inspected last year 
and found to be in good condition.

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THE DYNAMITE PLOT 


Alleged Been Dis- 


to Have 
covered 


TO BLOW UP THE RAILROAD TRACK 


Of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy— 
Several More Arrests Made—Work 
of the Detectives. 


Cuicaco, July 5.—Mr. Baureisen, an Aurora 
official of the Brotherhood of Engineers, was 
arrested this morning and was arraigned before 
a United States commissioner, and gave bail 
in five thousand dollars, A. B. Fiedler, a 
Chicago merchant, becoming his bondsman. 
The other three men, Wilson. Bowles and 
Broderick, have not been able to secure bonds- 
men, and are stillin custody. The only ex- 
planation of Baurcisen’s arrest so far is fur- 
nished by General Manager Stone, of the Bur- 
lington and Quincy road, who Said a letter 
thrown away by Broderick yesterday connects 
Baureisen with the other three beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. Broderick, Wil- 
son and Bowles assert that 
the ackage of dynamite cartridges 
was taken by detectives from Hatrick over 
their heads and not from the seat which Brod- 
erick and Wilson occupied as has been asserted 
@nd they never saw it until produced by the 
detectives. Neither Broderick nor the officers 
of the railroad company or of the law will di- 
vuige the contents of theletter thrown away 
by Broderick. There was but little prospect 
that the engineers would take any part in the 
defense of the alleged dynamiters. When 
Hodge was at jail to-day they appealed to him 
to secure bail and counsel for them, but he 
gave them little encouragement. Hesaid he 
would look into the case and if 
he became satisfied that it was & 
matter of persecution of them by the railroad 
company or a conspiracy by some detective 
agency the brotherhood would defend them to 
the court of last resort, but if it were shown 
that they really had the explosives and meant 
any violence or unlawful use of them, they 
would have to take care of themselves. The 
brotherhood, he said, countenanced no illegal 
measures. 

When arrested yesterday, Bowles, of the 
trio, demanded that Hoge and Alexander Sul- 
livan be sent for at once. Sullivan was coun- 
selforsome of the ‘’’ strikers who were 
arrested and tried for conspiracy, shortly after 
the inception of the strike. He is also the 
attorney who was to present the strikers side 
of the complaint against the ‘‘Q,’’ which was 
filed hefore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. When asked about the case today Mr. 
Sullivan said he was uot and would not be 
counsel for these men. | 

G.neral Manager H. B. Stone, on being 
asked for a history of the dynamite plot against 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, has told 
an Associated Press the following: 

A few days aftér the middle of May the com- 
pany was informed that an attempt would be 
made to damage its property and trains by the 
use of dynamite, and that Bowles, the broth- 
erhood engineer, who was arrested Thurs- 
day afternoon with dynamite in his possession, 
was about to leave townto put the plan in 
operation. Bowles did leave Chicago, as was 
expected, having taken a package of dynamite 
and caps With him from room thirty-four, 
Grand Pacific hotel, the headquarters of the 

rievance committee of strikers, and occupied 

y 8S. F. Hoge, chairman of the general griey- 
ance committee. 

Onthe 29th of May, at 10:40 p. m.,, the 
engineer of atrain, going from Chicago to 
Aurora, was startled by a white light, 
which -he~ described as being like an 
electric light and a loud “explosion which 
jarred his engine severely and partially stunned 
him and his fireman. An @€xamination of the 
engine showed that the forward truck wheel 
was broken, but not s9 =much _ obut 
that the engine was able to proceed. The 
next morning a careful examination of the 
track was made and. at the place of 
the explosion, close by a rail, were 
found a small handfal of what appeared 
to be damp saw dust and an unexploded cop- 
per cap about an ipch long and quarter of an 
inch in diameter, some pieces of oily paper 
and pieces of a broken fish line. As supposed, 
on being examined @t proved to be dynamite 
and the oily paper a remnant of the casing of 
dynamite cartridges. The coper sag was a ful- 
mination cap made and used only for the pur- 
pose of exploding dynamite. The dynamite 
cartridge bad apparently been tied to the rail 
with a fish line and the wheel of the engine 
cut off a portion of the cartridge, which drop- 
ped by the rail where it was found the next 
morning. 

The remaining dynamite, when the wheel 
struck the cap, exploded. There were at least 
two caps used in cartridge, one not having ex- 
ploded. On remnants of paper found were 
the same manufacturer’s marks as were on the 
cartridges captured with Bowles Broderick 
and Wilson Thursday afternoon, This brand 
or mark on the cartridge affords sure means of 
locating the manufacturer. On the evening 
after a large picnic of brotherhood at Aurora, 
on the 15th of June, another attempt 
was made short distance west of Aurora. 
The engineer’s report of occurence was almost 
identical with the one reported about east of 
Aurora, and here again some unexploded 
dynamite was found near rail, together with 
some remnants of paper casing of cartridge. 
These also bore same mark as cartridges which 
were found in possession of arrested men, on 
Thursday afternoon. 

There were also found two exploded fulmi- 
nating caps and pieces of same kind of fish 
line as at the first explosion, and which had 
been used for the same purpose, namely to tie 
cartridgesto the rails. After the work was 
done at Aurora, Bowles was 
at Noblesville, Ind., where he was 
supplied with funds by means. of 
draft from John A. Bauerisen, chief engineer 
and principal ofiicer of division No. 32-of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, who is 
also chairman of the local grievance commit- 
tee at Aurora. Bauereisen is also one of the 
principal members of the brotherhood on the 
whole Chicago, Burlington and Quincey rail- 
way system, as well as a leader in the strike. 

« Broderick who is a member of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers and was at this 
time at Creston, Iowa, and in close communi- 
cation with principal officers and members of 
the brotherhood and repeatedly requested 
Baureisen to send Bowles “with his goods’”’ 
(dynamite) to Creston, as that was a favorable 
place for operations owing to the strong 
support they would receive from the 
brotherhoad there. Bowles accordingly went 
to Creston, where he met Broderick, and de- 
livered to him the dynimite in caps. Shortly 
after Bowles left Creston, and a few hours 
after an explosion took place in the west end 
of Creston yard. Here all the’ circum- 
stances of the previous explosion were 
repeated, but no serious damage was done 
to the engines. Unexploded dynamite, two 
exploded caps and the remnants of the paper 
casing of cartridges was found. The foliow- 
ing week there was an explosion just south of 
the town of Creston. This explosion occurred 
on arainy night, and evidence of dynamite 
were not as complete as in the other cases, but 
sufticient to leave no room for doubt. Another 
abortive attempt was made Thursday night, 
the 5th inssant, just east of Creston, lowa. Dur- 
ing this time Broderick and Bowles had been 
furnished with funds and letters of introduc- 
tion to various members of the brotherhood, 
stating they were on secret business of the most 
importance to the brotherhood and asking co- 
operation in every possible way from all mem- 
bers to whom they were presented. Letters of 
character were found on their persons when 
they were arrested. Broderick, before going to 
fhe train at Aurora Thursday afternoon went 
to the hall of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers,and there got a package of dynamite 
which was afterwards taken by him, Bowles 
and Wilson on the train with them. 

This package of dynamite was taken by 
Bauereisen to the brotherhood hall for Broder- 
ick. He was, therefore, arrested by the 
United States marshal as an ——— 
Stone. declined to enter more fully into the 
character of the proofs. As to the danger of

trains passing over the road, he ridiculed the 
idea as all the conspirators are so well known 
that any serious attempts are impossible. 

Mr, Stone further said the attempts to injure 
the company’s property weré by no means the 
first the brotherhood has taken in that direction. 
On April 14th the chairman of the general 
grievance committee issued a circula to the 
chief engineers of a number of divisions of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers reading 
as follows:

At the time, however, Hoge issued this cir- 
cular, the company was’ fully supplied with 
engineers and had a large number of applica- 
tions from reliable men with good references 
for any vacancies which might occur. A num- 
beref attempts were made to carry out the 
sugswestions of the circular, but in al! cases the 
applicants were refused employment. The 
company knowing the character of the leader 
of the strike with whom it had todeal, had 
been onits guard against this very sort of 
thing from the first day of the strike. 

Mr. Stone explained that salsoda was to put 
into the tanks of an engine so that water in 
being pumped into the boiler, would foam so 
asto prevent the engine from getting dry 
steam and make it impossible for it to proceed 
and to cause the burning of the crown sheets 
of the fire boxes. The emery was to be thrown 
into the bearing surfaces of different parts of 
the machinery causing the bearings to run hot 
oreéven ruin them. Officers who went to 
Aurora today returned tonight bringing mith 
theta Aleck Smith, a striking fireman, who is 
said to have handied some of the dynamite 
cartridges. 

Deputy United States Marshal Burchard 
left for Aurora this afternoon. In his posses- 
sion Were warrants for more alleged con- 
spirators. How many men he was after he 
would not say. It was known, however, that 
he had warrants forat least three more strikers. 


STONED TO DEATH. 


A Bettle Between Hungarian and Polish 
Miners. 

Pittspura, July 6.—Early this morning a 
terrible conflict occurred at Jessup, Lacka- 
wana county, between parties of Polanders 
and Hungarians. The riot was a result of 
bitter race feelings existing for some time, 
owing’to some trouble at Dolph’s mines, where 
they were employed. Andrew Kankowski, 
leader of the Polish faction, was attacked by 
Hungarians at. his home and fled from the 
back door to a saloon “6f Michael Pane, where 
the doors were at once barricaded to prevent 
the attacking party getting in, Latey they de- 
termined to secure their man and forcing down 
the dpors dragged him out in the roadway, 
breaking his bones with stemes and clubs and 
defymg those who came to his help. They 
scot pounded him to death. The Hungarians 
thes began celebrating their crime by a 
drujkenearousal.

Letters 


PRODUCED IN THE O’DONNELL SUIT 


He Also Says the Letter Printed by the Times 
Last Year Was a Forgery—Other 
News From the Transatlantic. 


Parnell 


Lonpon, Juiy 6.—The general tone of the 
English press is against the policy of silence or 
of angry denials in the treatment by the Irish 
party of revelation in the trial of the O’Deon- 
nell-Times suit. ‘The papers say this will not 
suffice. The revolations call for disproof 
either through a jury or a parliamentary com- 
mittee. The Press says if such an investiga— 
tion is not demanded even English allies of 
the Parnellites wiil share the ugly suspicion 
that the Irish party are guilty of the charges 
made against them. 

The Daily News treats the arguments pre- 
sented by the Times’ counsel as clap-trap and 
says it is astonished at the profound and eccen- 
tric gulllbility displayed by the court. It ex- 
presses the hope that it has heard the last of 
the miserable fanaticism. 

‘The Parnellites denounce O’Donnell for the 
course he pursued in his action against the 
Times. They suspectthat Tyhan, the man 
known as No. I, is the person from whom the 
Times got its information concerning the 
league. 

In the lobbies of the house of commons to- 
day members of the Irish party denied that 
Mr. Parnell ever paid Byrne 100 pounds. They 


| said the 100 pounds given Byrne was in the 


shape ef a check signed by Justin McCarthy, 
and represented league subscriptions. 

On the assembling of the house of common 
today Mr. Parnell rose to make an explanation 
concerning certain statements made in connec- 
tion with the O’Donnell-Times trial, He said 
the upshot of the trial prevented his 
testifying on oath, and, therefore, he 
would tender a statement to the house. He 
declared he never saw Patrick Egan’s letter of 
February 24, 1881, which was read at the trial 
with the view of showing that the league in- 
stigated the Phcenix park murders. He was 
couvinced that it was a forgery. The imputa- 
tion against the O’Learys was. false. In re- 
gard to his letter, dated simply Tuesday, and 
saying:- *‘l see no objection to your giving the 
amount asked for; there is not a likelihcod 
of what you apprehended happening,’’ Mr. 
Parnell said that might be genuine, but he 
could not recollectit. To Egan’s letter, Oc- 
t 25, 1881, to Carey, saying: “I 
sent in two hundred pounds ; 
when you get to work give @s the value 
of our money,’’ and which Attorney-General 
Webster stated the police found in Carey’s 
house, Mr. Parnell said that doubtless genuine 
letters from Mr. Egan were found there; but 
Mr. Egan had never been legally charged, and 
he had sent a cablegram denying the author- 
ship of the letters attributed to him. 

Mr. Parnell denounced as an absolute forgery 
the letter which it was alleged he wrote, and 
which it was claimed was smuggled from Kil- 
main jail to Mr. Egan, urging him to immedi- 
ate action and to make it hot for old Forster. 
He never wrote, signed, saw or authorized the 
communication. The cost ineurred by the 
Times in defending the suit bronght by Mr. 
O’ Donnell amounts to £12,000. It will try to 
make O’Doenne!l liable for the amount, 

Mr. Parnell then reiterated his assertion 
that he had neither signed or authorized the 
letter dated May 15th, 1882, which bore what 
alleged to be his signature, and which was pub- 
lished a yearago. Hesaid he had not used a 
signature similar to that one attached to this 
letter, since in 1879 he had adopted a different 
style of signature. [‘‘Oh!’’ from the minis- 
terial benches.] The Jetterof June 16th, 1882, 
was alsoa forgery. The Byrne letter was 
doubtless given, but he had never sent Byrne 
auy. money. He had subscribed a small 
amount to the Byrne testimonial. 

‘“‘A great majority of the letters read at the 
trial,’’ Mr. Parnell continued, ‘‘are palpable 
forgeries. If they are credited, it must be sup- 
posed that I directly put myself in the power 
of the murderer; that I wasan accessory to 
the Phoenix park murders before and after the 
fact, and that I entered Kilmainham jail desir- 
ing to assassinate Mr. Forster. The absurdity 
of the wdole series of letters, with few excep- 
tions, shows them to be forgeries.’’ 

Justius McCarthy followed Mr. Parnell with 
an explanation of the statement that he had 
given Byrne a check for 100 pounds. He ac- 
knowledged he gave acheck to Byrne, but 
said he had never suspected Byrne to be any- 
thing but a hard-working servant of the society 
devoted to winning home-rule for Ireland. 

The Chronicle says: 

“Thousands will ask, why does not Mr. Parnell 
prosceute the Times for libel?’ Proof of guilt would 
involye enormous damages; yet no action is taken. 
Ifthe letters on which the charges are founded are 
torgeries the forger should be brought to justice. 
The public mind will not be satisfied until the 
whole matter has been thoroughly cleated upina 
court of law,’’ 

The Morning Post says: 

Mr. Parnell seems hardly to realize the position 
in which he and his friends are placed. The house 
of commons is not the place from which satisfacter 
answer to charzes against him should be delivered. 
When the Times published the letters Mr, Parnell 
contented himself with asserting in parliament that 
the signatures were forged. Many of his English 
allies would have preferred that he should take the 
usual steps to defend his character in a court of 
law, but the hope of complete vindication was soon 
given up and English Parnellites, making the best 
of a bad bargain, Joudly applauded conduct which 
would have ruined the reputation of any English 
politician. For over a year he has resisted pressing 
end repeated invitations toenter the witness box. 
Hie and his friends cannot reasonably complain ir 
the public rightly or wrongly draw its conclusions, 

The Daily News says: 

Mr. Parneli’s plain and frank words eff:ctually 
disposes of the absurd charges made against him by 
dupes and partisans._ He has done his duty by ex- 
ploding before the house of commons and the 
country factions, which would scarcely have de- 
ceived a well regulated nursery. 


COMTE DE PARIS’S LETTER.

Paris, July 6.—The police have seized, at 
the house of M. Dufenile, director of the Or- 
leanist press, copies of a letter written by the 
Count of Paris to conservative mayors. of 
France, in which he says: 

“you have to protect municipal liberiies and 
finance against an extravagant and tyrannical ad- 
ministration which is the willing tool of a party 
which compromises the republic, and which will 
cause itsdownfall.

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What Small Farmers Can Do. 

Man naturally wants the earth, or atleast 
that part of it which adjoins his particular 
estate; but he makes a great mistake when 
he engages in farming on anextensive scale. 

Prince Krapotkine, who has made a care- 
ful-study of the subject in France, gives a 
number of instances in the. country dis- 
tricts around Paris, where comparatively 
ignorant farmers have made small market 
gardens enormously productive. One farin 
is mentioned by him of two and seven- 
tenths acres which produces annually 125 
tons of market vegetables of all kinde. The 
owner of this farm by building walls to pro- 
tect his land from cold winds, by whitening 
the walls to secure all possible radiated 
heat, and by the constant and judicious use 
of fertilizers has his little farm in a produc- 
tive condition from the first of January to 
the last of December. By simple and inex- 
pensive means he has practically located his 
farm in the tropics. 

A French gardener does not care what 
kind of soil he starts with. He would be 
satisfied with an asphalt pavement, because 
he makes his soil, and so much of it that he 
has to sell it to keep his place from being 
gradually raised above the level of the sur- 
rounding country. When a farmer once un- 
derstands the laws of chemistry he hap no 
difficulty in making soil that contains all 
the materials needed for plant life. 

' Prince Krapotkine speaks of one gardener 
who has covered half an acre with a glass 
roof, and run steam pipes supplied by a 
small boiler under the ground sheltered by 
this covering. The result has been that he 
has cut every day for ten months from 1,000 
to 1,200 Jarge bunches of asparagus, 4: pro- 
duct which under ordinary conditions worlld 
require sixty acres of land. But this result 
has been surpassed by an English farmer, 
who has made a one acre mushroom farm 
yield him an annual income of $5,000. 

Under the French method of culture it 
would be possible to make one square mile 
support 1,000 human beings. On such a 
scale of productive capacity this country 
would support a population of 3,000,000, 000. 
Even when we knock off a fair per centage 
for mistakes, exaggerations and unfavorable 

- conditions, it will be seen that we are in no 
danger of having an over crowded popula- 
tion for many centuries to come. There is 
no reason why our eastern farmers should 
go west for more elbow room. Their ‘great 
drawback is not the want of more land; it 
is the possession of too much land. - 

In some localities in Switzerland the 
traveler on the plains orin the valleys|looks 
up to a towering precipice 2,000 feet above 
his head. When he laboriously climybs to 
the summit, expecting to find nothing|but a 
bare rock, he sees before him the smiling 
expanse of productive fields, with pretty 
cottages dotting the landscape. The péasant 
proprietors started with only the naked 
rock under them. They carried the rich 
soil of the valleys in baskets on their backs 


™S~- tp the steep mountain gide, and went to 


work with a will until they transformed 
their sterile patches into blooming gardens. 
The success of European farmers with all 
the forces of nature against them should be 
an inspiring lesson to our tillers of the soil. 
The American small farmer has only to 
unite brain work with hand work to 
make himself independent and comfortable 
if notrich. But without this union of the 
brain and hand there can be no great and 
permianent success. |

This discussion between two great‘repub- 
lican statesmen raises a very delicate ques- 
tion—a question of vital importance to those 
republicans who are anxious to become can- 
didates for the presidency, It is not only a 
delicate question, but a very important one 
in the ethics of republican immorality and 
corruption. There is, perhaps, no reason 
to doubt that republican statesmen anid cap- 
italists have the right to buy up negro dele- 
gates if they so desire; but has one republi- 
can statesman the- right to buy up negro 
delegates that have already been pur¢hased 
and tagged by another republican statesman 
equally eminent as an expertin all the 
practices by which the republican party has 
succeeded in disgracing the country. — 

It may be said in behalf of Pot Sherman 
that he had been engaged in buying | negro 
delegates to republican conventions long 
before Kettle Alger ever dreamed of be- 
coming a candidate. He was a pioneer in 
the field, and, as the phrase goes, staked off 
and pre-empted all the claims in sight. 
Thus, according to the standard of honor set 
up among republican blacklegs, Kettle 
Alger had no right to send his agents to the 
south for the purpose of buying Pot Sher- 
man’s delegates. There is no question as to 
this.

How the Hero Narrowly Escaped Selling 
His Book for 810,000, 
From the Chicago Times. 

Leonard Swett told an interesting story the 
other day, illustrative of General Grant’s traditional 
good luck, as well as his lack of what is called 
shrewdness in commercial dealings. When Grant 
was engaged in writing his memoirs, the Century 
company, which had been publishing some of his 
war articles in the Century Magazine, offered him 
$10,000 for the manuscript of his book. Webster, the 
publisher, also had his eye on the alert for the 
forthcoming work, and one cay called on the gene- 
ral to inquire about it. Grant was seated at his 
desk, about to attach his signature to the Century 
company’s contract, which lay before him. It had 
apparently never occurred to _him to ask more for 
his literary production. Webster intimated that he 
would like to make an offer. 

“If it would not be impertinent,’’he said,“‘I would 
like to inquire how much the Century cOémpany 
agrees to pay you?’ 

“Ten thousand dollars,’’ General Grant said. 

“Then I wouldn’t sign that contract just yet,’’said 
Webster, 

“Why not?’ 

“Because I will pay you £50,000.” 

General Grant opened his eyesin amazement. It 
had not oecurred to him to set sohigh a value on 
his work; he had not thought of dickering beyond 
the first order, But he dia not sign the contract, 

Afterward Mark Twain, Webster’s relative and 
business partner, called and told the general that 
none of the publishers had offered him what his 
manuscript wasworth, “I will give you $100 000 
and a royalty.” So Webster & Co. became Grant’s 
publishers. The firm has grown rich out of Grant's 
book and Grant's family has been paid over $500,000

At 
nearly allinterfor points business is reported quiet 
or dull, though exeellent prospects for farmers are 
noted as justifying the confident feeling. 

Present inactivity maxes the supply of money 
ample at almost every point and complaints of slow 
collections are less numerous this week. 

The great strike of the iron workers has little 
effect as yet, the belief being general that it will not 
lastlong. Yet the success of one large establish- 
ment in resuming work with non-union men, and 
the consent of others to the terms demanded by the 
association seem to rendera speedy settlement less 
probable. Excepting a firmer tone for bar iron, the 
market has not been preceptibly affeeted, and re- 
ported sales of western rails at prices equivalent to 
$27.75 at eastern mills indicate no material increase 
in demand, 

Dry goods are dull, as is usual after July Ist, and 
little new business appears. 

While nearly all the great branches of manu- 
facture are aflected by uncertainties as to the tariff, 
the impression grows in business circles that noth. 
ing will be done at Washington this year. and that 
business kept back by uncertainty will swell the 
volume of trade aiter congress ‘adjourns. 

Speculative prices are stronger for breadstufi-, 
wheat having advanced during the week 3%< cents, 
corn 2%% cents and oats 144 cents. 

Cotton is also @ shade stronger, while butter, 
cheese and potatoes and oil have risen 2% cents, 
The general average of prices had fallen 714 per 
cent from January Ist to July Ist, but has slightly 
recovered this week. 

Foreign trade improves a little, exports from New 
York for June being only 6 percent below last 
year’s, 

Business failures oecurring throughout the coun- 
try during the last week were, forthe United States, 
192; Canada, 22; total, 214, against 201 last week,

As 
he spoke 6f the most important things, and 
the manner in which they should be remedied, 
which showed well how the audience felt. 
The main object seems to be to appoint a sep- 
arate police commissioner, fire department and 
cemetery board, and one on parks and sewers. 
At present the mayor has charge of all these 
and could use the men employed in them in 
political affairs, though Major Hanson was 
particular to say that he did not insinuate that 
such a thing had ever been done. Hanson’s 
speech was the most important feature of the 
evening. After his speech the following reso- 


lution was offered by Mr. H. T. Powell: 

Resolved, That the charter and ordinances of the 
city should be amended so as to separate entirely 
the police department, the matter of streets, sewers 
and parks, fire department, and, above all, the 
cemetery of the dead from politics. These depart- 
ments should bein charge of boards of commerce, 
so constitated by election for terms of different 
lengths that no one council should have the elec- 
tion of a majority of such officers.’’ 

In the above resolution is to be found the 
platform upon which the association is now 
Wong, 

The following is the constitution: 

1. The officers of the association shall be a presi~ 
dent, two vice presidents from each city, ward and 
county district, a secretary and treasurer tobe 
elected by ballot or otherwise for the term of one 
year. 

2. The constitution of this association shall be as 
follows: 

1. An executive committee of 25 members to be 
appointed by the president. 

2. A finance committee. 

. Acommittee on enrolling names of members, 

. A ecommittee on registration. 

. A committee on prevention of illegal voting, 

. A committee on enforcement of laws. 

. Acommittee on changes needed in existing 
legislation,

Hours Devoted to Dry Details— 
What Was Done. 


The regular meeting of the county commis- 
sioners took place yesterday morning in Ordi- 
nary Caihoun’s office. 

Chairman Iiunnicutt and Messers. Kiser, 
Adair, Wiison, Collier and Clerk Cooper were 


present. 
tey. Francis Joseph, the evangelist who 
tries to convert the convicts, sent in a petition 
asking for an increase of his salary. H's pre- 
sent salary is forty dollarsa year. The itey. 
Virgil Norcross appeared before the commis- 
sionérs to advocate an increase of salary in be- 
half of Dr. Joseph. The raise was not made 
and the petition and its adyocate were with- 
drawn. , 

Mr. Hugh Angier, who was employed to 
survey the lines for a new map, asked thecom- 
missioners to appropriate $280, because be had 
found the work more expensive than he at 
first calculated. Mr. Anzior’s petition elicited 
an interchange of views, and it was rejected 
by a decisive vote. 

Mr. W. D. Ellis, master in chancery, sub- 
mitted areport in the case of Fulton county 
and Miss Estelle Wheelan vs. W. H. Clark, 
surety on the bond of Sam Hoyle. This re- 
port was published in fullin TH Constitu- 
TION several weeks ago. 

Mr. Ellis asked for $100 as compensation for 
his services, aud ke presented an order signe 
by Judge Marshall J. Clarke, of the superior 
court. The bill was ordered to be paid and 
the clerk was directed to send Mr. Ellisa 
check for the amount. 

Mr. Joel Hurt made 
the Foster street extension. 
spent nearly £400 on the work. 
was referred to a committee. 

DD. Donaldson,. superintendent of the 
chain gang, made his repo. He showed that 
on June Ist there were 108 prisoners. During 
the month two escaped fourteen were dis- 
charged, leaving ninty-hine in camp July Ist. 

The report of Dr. Kk. Hope, superintendent 
of the alins house, showed that seven inmates 
were receivedin June eleven werejdischarged, 
and that July 1st forty remained in the alms 
house. One prisoner died early in the month. 

Mr. Collins moved a resolution which sought 
to correct the order changing the lines be- 
tween Cooks, Collins and Buckhead districts. 
The resolution was adopted. 

Messrs. Venable Liros. & Foster notified the 
commissioners that they had sub-let_ the con- 
tract for paving the Boulevard to B. Frank 
Walker, who would use gneiss in completing 
the work. This was objected to by several 
members of the board, and Mr. Walker agreed 
to use granite instead of gneiss. 

Mr. Lutz, one of the cominissioners of Cook’s 
district, made a report and submitted his_ res- 
ignation. In his communication, Mr. Lutz 
brought to the attention of the board certain 
irregularities on the part of certain other com- 
missioners. The resignation was accepted and 
the board decided to investigate the alleged 
irregularities and bring them to the attention 
of the grand jury. 

Colonel Adair offered a resolution that all 
ti e bridges in the county, worth over $500, be 
insured against fire. ‘This was agreed to. 

Major Sidney Root, commissicner of Grant 
park, petitioned the commissioners to wo.k 
out a short road near the park. The petition 
was granted. 

Mr. Edward Martin, who was appointed road 
commissioner for Edgewood district, declined 
to serve, and Mr. Harralson was chosen in his 
stead. 

Major Kiser said that he had been criticized 
by certain parties because he refused to allow 
the basement of the county courthouse to be 
used by the republicans for a jollification meet- 
ing. Hethought this place ought not to be 
used for such purposes, and he asked the board 
to authorize hin to refuse hereafter to let any 
political meetings be held there. Of course it 
should be used for county meetings, but not 
for national meetings. Major Kiser was given 
the desired authority. 

A large number ef accounts were audited 
and sent up for payment. 

At 12:50 o’clock the meeting adjourned.

They have 
divided the United States into nearly equal 
parts, and one of these parts assigned to each 
cowboy. Armed with ‘‘the facts in the case,” 
and a petitign praying for the pardon of Crow, 
the cowboys are canvassing the country. 

One of the cowboys is in Atlanta. His name 
is Tom Jefferson Cates, born in Clayton 
coubty, Ga The paper that Catesjcarries with 
him isa genuine cowboy affair, considerably 
the worse for considerable wear, but 
&@ number of signatures were  ob- 
tained, and the Georgian speaks quite hope- 
fully ofa pardon for his friend. When the 
petitions have been all over the country, the 
cowboys go together to Washington and lay 
them before tbe president.

His condition at a late 
hour last night was as favorable as could be 
expected, and he will likely recover. 

The accident which came so near resulting 
in Mr. Thrash’s death occurred, as stated yes- 
terday, on the East and West read, which con- 
nects with the Western and Atlantic at Eto- 
wah. Mr. Thrash was taking cars down the 
incline and had madea trip, leaving one car 
standing onthe level. He returned after an- 
other, one car being considered all that an en- 
gine can properly handle down tho steep 
grade, but was ordered by the conductor to 
take two.
